‘The regular meeting of the 
Board of Trade was held last 
evening, President R. C. Brump- 
ton in the chair. 

Among those present were 
Secretary Munro, G. W. Smith,

Communications were read 
from Secretary Richardson of the 
Dominion Fair Calgary re. the 
exhibit from Red Deer, and from 
Mr. McDonald offering 1500 
pamphlets to the town. 

Considerable discussion took 
place on the exhibit to the Domi- 
nion Fair. Mr. Smith said we 
had to depend on the Council 
giving us a grant to carry out 
this work. He pointed out the 
extensive grants made in other 
places, and the need of liberality 
in this respect. As-a large rate- 
payer, he felt that never in the 
history of the town was it more 
necessary to héve a good exhibit 
than at the present time. 

Mr, Botterill was willing to 
make a fair grant because it was 
necessary, but felt it would be 
difficult to get so large a grant as 
was. talked of, namely $1,000. 

Joseph Wallace drew attention 
to the fact:that the C.N.R. Co’y 
were going io build a line through 
the east country, and he thought 
some steps should be taken to in- 
duce them to come to Red Veer. 
- -Referred to Railway Committee. 

Mr. Coote spoke strongly re- 
garding express rates. We 
should have free delivery, and 
lower rates.—Referred to Rail- 
way Committee. 

A strong resolution was passed 
urging upon the Council the 
necessity of making a substantial 
grant to the Committee for the 
purpose of making a creditable 
exhibit at the Calgary fair. 

Mr. Welliver spoke regarding 
the new bridge. He hoped the 
present bridge would be moved 
down the river to a point near 
Jones Valley, west of Erickson’s. 

The chairman said it was now 
thought the present bridge would 
be too light for the east bridge, 
and a heavy one would have to 
be placed there, but certainly we 
want either this or a heavier one. 

It was determined to push this 
bridge question. 

‘The market question was dis- 
cussed, and the statement made 
by Mr. Welliver that the impres-

Spying Out The Land. 


Like unto one of the prophets 
of old, Senator Talbot has been 
sent out to the West to spy the 
land through a political telescope. 
The respected senator has been 
conferring with the party leaders 
and we are informed had an ex- 
tended conference with Duncan 
Marshall and Philip Wagner,Esq., 
in this city. He was told that the 
prospects were not very bright, 
and that in order to relieve the 
situation, concrete evidences of 
government surpluses would have 
to be forthcoming and _ that 
speedily. 

Senator Talbot had also occasion 
to look abroad at the hundreds of 
thousands of acres of land that 
have been flung by the Laurier 
Government to its bosom friends 
of the inner ring in this part of 
the country. The area comprises 
extensive timber, limits, grazing 
leases, coal rights and homestead 
reserves. Beyond in the far but 
fertile north Senator Talbot saw 
large rivers and lakes en bloc, 
corralled by Montreal lawyers 
and Ontario grocerymen. 

He saw also the Grank Trunk 
Pacific holding up every town, 
city and hamlet between Edmon- 
ton and Winnipeg (inclusive) for 
a price and all through the grace 
and generosity of the Laurier 
Government. The Senator him- 
self has been very fortunate in 
the matter of coal. 

The Senator saw more. He saw 
Hon. Frank Oliver and Dr. Me- 
Intyre sitting in their cushioned 
seats at Ottawa while the people 
of Edmonton and Strathcona 
were fighting for a traffic bridge, 
and finally obliged to saddle many 
thousand dollars in order to get a 
promise. He saw Mayor Me- 
Dougall stirring the dry bones of 
tho moribund local government, 
and probbing the C.P.R, officials 
to give the twin cities thie means 
of communication. , 

But the Senator beheld even 
more. He beheld a vast multitude 
of honest, independent, fearless 
people turn their faces in sicken- 
ing horror at the foul revelations 
of graft and corruption at Ottawa. 
He recognized among them hun- 
dreds of Liberals standing for 
their rights and for an honest and 
clean government. The sight 
made the Senator low at heart, 
and the wonder is not great. 

To cheer his drooping spirits 
and to instil confidence in the 
hearts of Duncan Marshall and 
Plilip Wagner, Esq., the Senator 
propounded the scheme of organ- 
ing two constituencies in the 
Peace River and Great Slave 
Lake countries. Knowing how 
Mr. Bredin sscured his election 
there, and the handicraft of 
Attorney -General Cross, the Sen- 
ator felt that two supporters 
would be had up north without 
much difficulty. There was the 
experiment at Prince Albert and 
with Bredin and Alec Blick, the 
trick could be easily turned. The 
proposition was received with 
cheers. The conference then con- 
cluded that Duncan Marshall 
would run for one, and Philip 
Wagner, Esq., for the other. The 
Senator was eminently satisfac- 
tory with this arrangement and 
the recommendation will be made 
to Frank Ojiver, who has never 
been known ‘‘to go back on his 
friends,’’ even although he may 
deny his own employees. 

In the meantime, we trust the 
government will not deduct any- 
thing from the $5,000 paid Sen- 
ator Talbot for his missionary 
-work in Alberta. 


DEATH BLOW 
TO FREE TRADE.

London, April 25th.—Most of 
the morning newspapers, in their 
editorials, regard the defeat of a 
cabinet minister in the citadel of 
Cobdenism asa disastrous blow 
to free trade. 

The Unionist organs hail the 
victory of Mr. Joynson-Hicks as 
sounding the death knell to the 
present government, and they 
include a lecture to the success- 
ful candidate for having tried to 
keep fiscal reform in the back- 
ground in his campaign. 

The Morning Post says: ‘‘The 
death knell of free trade rever- 
berates through the land.”’ 

The Daily Telegraph says: 
‘‘Manchester has rallied to fiscal 
reform. Itisa victory that will 
resound pot only through the 
country ,but through the empire.”’ 


Friends of the Government, 
“Men Next the Minister” 
Make $123,000. 


They Did It By Securing 
Options On Transcontinental 
Terminals Near Win- 
nipeg. 


Ottawa, April 12.—A little en-|_ 


quiry on the public accounts 
committee this morning showed 
that Halifax and Moncton are 
not the only places where profit- 
able railway land deals are car- 
ried through, In 1906 the Trans- 
continental commission decided 
that the terminal works of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific should be 
near St. Boniface, on the opposite 
side of the river from Winnipeg. 
It was three miles from the river 
to the nearest part of the ground 
selected, which extends to five 
miles from the bank. One would 
have expected that when the sel- 
ection was made the commission 
would at once buy the required 
land, 

But they waited until Henry 
Kern and E. C. Matthews came 
—both describing themselves as 
hotel keepers at Mooss Jaw—600 
miles away. 

Kern took an option on 480 acres 
in one purchase, and 820 acres in 
another. They paid one-third of 
the price. 
chase in the case of the last 320 
acres bought and took Maithews 
into partnership afterwards. 

Commissioner Young came to 
them to buy the land for the rail- 
way. Young knew what the land 
had cost, yet within a few months 
of the purchase of 320 acres at 
$125 per acre, the commissioner 
paid $250 for 160 acres and $275 
for the other. 

The whole price paid by Kern 
and Matthews was $99,000, and 
the amount paid by the comis- 
sion was $222,000, leaving a net 
profit of $123,000. 

The total money advanced by 
the middlemen was about $30,000. 
The remainder was furnished by 
the government, which made a 
large payment before receiving 
the title. 

While the partners on the stand 
to-day represented themselves as 
simple and guileless hotel keepers, 
another return brought down the 
other day shows that E. C. 
Matthews, about the same time 
that this deal began, was in com- 
munication with Mr. Oliver, and 
keeping a water power concession 
at Kanaskis Falls, on the eastern 
slope of the Rocky Mountains. 
In March, 1906, E. C. Matthews 
wrote, as president of the Wes- 
tern Power and Development 
company, asking for the right to 
divert the Bow river to supply 
power to towns of Banff and Can- 
more and city of Calgary. It thus 
appears that Mr. Matthews is a 
good deal of a promoter. 


A Weapon That 
will Abolish War. 


The current number of the 
‘‘Contemporary Review’ ’contains 
an article ‘‘Can Science Abolish 
War?” by Colonel Maude’s well 
known military writer,in which the 
statement is made that an inven- 
tor, Mr. Simpson, has devised a 
new and marvellous electrical 
weapon :—— 

The following claims are ad- 
vanced on behalf of this weapon. 

It can impart a velocity of 30,- 
000 feet per secone to any projec- 
tile up to 2,000 pounds. 

It can throw a projectile from 
London to Paris, or three hun- 
dred miles. 

There is no rocoil, and owing 
to this, the weapon can be mount- 
ed on any vessel. 

Tnere is no smoke or flash. 

The weapon is cheap to con- 
struct and so simple in design 
that it can be made in any work- 
shop. 

Its power is such that it could 
perforate any armour. 

These details have aroused 
greatinterest among naval officers 
and designers of guns. A dis- 
tinguished artillerist, however, 
informed the Over Seas Daily 
Mail that practical men are in- 
clined to discount the claims put 
forward. The velocity per second 
obtained with the most powerful 
modern guns is only 3,300 feet. 
Even that involves an enormous 
strain upou the metal of the gun. 

Moreover the mathematical 
difficulties seem insuperable. The 
projectile of Mr. Simpson’s wea- 
pon is said to travel tnrough the 
air at nearly six miles per second. 
The sun only travela through 
space at twelve miles per second. 

The friction of the atmosphere 
at such a velocity would be so 
enormous that any projectile 
would be melted and dissipated 
into vapor.

What's Wrong With The 
Cattle Market.

Why is it that American cattle 
buyers can come over into Mani- 
toba and pay $1.25 more per hun- 
dred pounds for beef cattle than 
local buyers will? 

How can they afford to pay 
$5.00 a hundred in opposition to 
$3.75 offered by the local dealers 
and take the beef across the line 
and pay 27 1-2 per cent. duty on 
it? 

This is what a St. Paul dealer 
did recently. He paid $1,100 in 
duty, which means that he paid 
over $2,100 more for this bunch 
of cattle than Canadian buyers 
would have. Yet, without a doubt 
he made money on the deal. 

The American market must be 
a great deal better or the Canad- 
ian dealer must be making a very 
large profit. 


Let The Council Be Liberal. 


The Board of Trade are taking 
alively interest in the proposed 
exhibit at the Dominion Fair, Cal- 
gary. The Council will be asked 
to make a liberal grant towards 
defraying the expenses of the 
exhibit within a few days. The 
Corneil feel no doubt retrengh- 
ment necessary but there is a 
time to retrench and a time to be 
liberal.

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The. Creamery Question. . 


To THE EpiTor OF THE NEWS: 


Mr. Editor,— 

Allow me space in your paper 
to reply to an article headed 
‘Our Creamery” which appeared 
in your issue of April 22nd, which 
I consider is very misleading. The 
writer of the article appears to be 
a little alarmed about ‘‘Our Srea- 
mery’’ as he is pleased to call it. 
A little different song from what 
we heard eight years ago, when 
we started operations and were 
trying to secure some cream. We 
were frequently told we would go 
broke in six months, but from 
thirteen patrons we have been 
gradually working up until last 
year we hadsome 180 and still 
doing business at the old stand. 
The last week in April making 
2000 Ibs of butter. For my part I 
am tired of hearing about the 
hole the gcvernment helped the 
creamery business out off. Iwill 
admit that the creamery business 
was not very successful under 
private management years ago. 
The writer doubtless will remem- 
ber that conditions were very dif- 
ferent in the years that private 
enterprise tried to operate the 
Creameries, you could hardly get 
a dollar then, times were at their 
worst, homesteads were being 
sold for $100, and parties were 
leaving the country. The writer 
will remember when the govern- 
ment took hold of the Creameries 
we were on the eve of a wave of 
prosperity. I for one do not give 
the Gov’t all the credit, let us 
place part of it where it belongs. 

The writer gives various rea- 
sons for the falling off of the 
cream supply. One was the cream 
was rejected on account of the 
cream not being good. To say 
the least, this isa hard rap on 
the bulk of our patrons, for at 
onetime the majority of them 
were sending to the Gov’t. Why 
is it, that to-day our butter is 
commanding as high or a higher 
price than the Gov’t. We don’t 
have to go far to find the real 
reason, from the start we have 
paid our patrons one to two cents 
per lb more than the Gov’t. On 
last seasons make on comparing 
both statements we find we paid 
on the average of 11-2 centa 
more per lb than the Red Neer 
Creamery, that would mean on 
the 110.000 lbs that we made, our 
patrons received $1650.00 more 
than if they had sent to the Gov’t 
Creamery, and the purchasing 
power of a dollar of ours is just 
as great as a dollar from the 
Gov’t. 

We were told by Professor 
Robertson on the start that they 
would run the creameries for 
three years for an education for 
the people. I will venture to say 
that the directors of the Red Deer 
Creamery are in no better shape 
to-day, totake hold and market 
their butter, than they were on 
the start, for that is one of the 
things that we hear very little 
about but there is one thing that
